The Committee are moreover of opinion 
that any auch possibility, eo named, may be 
met by the medical inepeotion, which, itis 
understood, is or oan be extended under the 
Chinese Immigration and Passenger Ordi- 
nandes. . 


Is ia unnecessary for the Committeo to 
pint out the incunvesience and loss which 
has been sustained by many intereste in the 
Colony since the placing uf present restric- 
tions upon free immigration: they may, 
however, add that the consequence of euch 
restrictions ia now heing brought wors fur- 
cibly home by the growing evarcity of Chi- 
nese labour which is being sovorely felt by 
every employer and in a marked degrea by 
the dock asd wharf companies, as well as in 
ethigration for the Native States, 

The retention of quarantine restrictions 
which are no longer considered necessary in 
ports Kast and Wost of us will, it is feared, 
also earn an unenviable reputation for this 
port.

GRAPHIC DESCRIPTION OF THE 
NAVAL BATTLE.

lt appears that tho Chinese fleet left Taku 
on the 15'h with the avowed purpose of 


giving battle to the enemy,—if thuy could 
get the latter at ao disadvantage,

Ktangping (one ot the Southern squadron) 
another ship of the Southera fleet, the name 
of which I have not aacortained. The fleot 
waa atrengthened by six torpedo boats. . In- 
 cidental te the aruies was the convoying of 
‘tive transports, the Usinyu, Tuonan, 
, Haeting, ‘ungpai, aud Chintung, and one of 
‘the ‘Ping’ colliera, which were orowded 
with aoldiera, who ware to be landed at the 
mouth of the Yalu River: Each warship 
j bad also a considerable namber of soldiers 
on board. Admiral Ting was Sa supreme 
command, Major von Hanneken acoompany- 
ing him inthe flagship in the capacity of 
adviser, and there were a considerable 
Lumber of other foreigners, sight or ten it is 
said, most of whom were well knowa in 
Chefoo and Wei-hai-wei, distributed 
amongst the other ships of the squadron, 
Each transport aleo bore its proper comple- 
ment of European or American officera and 
engineers, The enterprise was conducted 
suvoessfally, ao far as the safe lauding of 
the soldiers was concerned, this bdeing so- 
complished on the night of the 16th (Sunday) 
and the morning of the 17th, in an inlet 
known as Yelu Bay, The transports thea 
hasteced ont of the Bay on thoir way . back 
to China, being followed as toon sa possible 
by the men-of-war, 

The Japanese, however, appear to have 
been similarly engaged at a point nomed 
Eliott Island, not far from where the 
Chinese disembarked their troops. The 
Japaneee soldiors having been landed, their 
warships, claven, it is stated, in number, 
continued their voyage towards the Yalu 
River, aud met tho Obinese fleet quite ac- 
cidentally, aa the latter in close order came 
round a sual island in the dirsstion the 
Chinese transports bad tuken a few hours 
before, Long shots were at once exchanged 
and both deets drew up io order of battle at 
between four and five miles from oneanother. 
Tho air became eo thick with smoke that it 
wag impossible to ses. what wae going on 
except on one’s own ship; but my informant 
saya the Chinesa made como alight attempt 
to clora with the enemy, a manoeuvre to 
which they were foiled by the higher speed 
and superior seamanship ‘pf. the Japa.

Two oruisore 
ware also set on fire, but. were Hot Bo aerions- 
ly injured as tho big ironclad. The Chih. 
yuen went down, literally riddled with shot, 
Her fate was shared hy the Daiyuen and 
Chaoyung, whilet to prevent the Fungiwei 
from sinking, ber commander ran her ashore 
and sbendoned her with all the crew, a 
measure for which they oan hardly be blum- 
od, for the vesaol was blazing af, the tine, 
Towards aix o'clook the frebegan to alacken, 
first on one ebip than on another, for it wag 
evident both sides bad expended all their 
ammunition ; and when night came down 
the boom of the guns wis heard no mora, 
forthe oontendiog ships drow away from 
oneanother.

MOLE DETAILS.—-CURIOUS CONDUCT OF A 
JAFANESE CBUISER. 


Tientsio, September 21, 

Late Jast night the Ohindung arrived from 
Port Arthur with some of the wounded from 
Tatunzkou, There were foar forsignere and 
some Chinesa ; Major von Hanueken looking 
very ili and wounded in the arm sud leg, 
Hekmann wounded in the arm, Tyler and 
MocGiffin with slight wounds and bruises. 
They wero allable towalk, . . 

Tho Japanese had a great advantage in 
being ontside and having lots of room to 
manguvre, while Admiral Ting bad great 
difficulty in getting good positions for hie 
hig ships. ‘The battle commenced about 
coon and lasted till night when the Japa- 
nese fleet drew off. At some time during 
the engagement the Peiyang lost the Chif- 
yuen (Captain Tang}, and the Kingyuen 
(Captain Lin), which wore sunk, while the 
Yangwet and Chaoyung went ashore, burn- 
ing. On these ships there was s gtest loss 
of life, The Tingyuen, flagship, and the 
Chényuen followed the retreating Japanese 
feat, but night oaming on and ammunition 
getting scarce, the six remaining ships of 
the equadron orossed over to Port Arthur, 
arriving thera on the 19th. Admiral Ting 
is wounded in the head,, 

The Tingyuen and Chényuen being strack 
with huudreds of shot and sbell, the upper 
parts are riddled, but the armour belt hes 
not been piereed in a single place. The 
Laiyuen, Taiytien, Pingyuen, aud Chingyuen 
ara also mora or less damaged, but work 
gocs on night and day at Port Arthur and 
the squadron will soon be raady again. 

One Japanese ebip engaged with the Chih- 
yuen stood up on end and weat dowa bow 
fret. with her two propellers flying round in 
the air, Her onemy went down soon after, 
Two ot threp other Jupanose ara said to be 
either sunk or sinking.—Daily News. 


CAPTAIN IANG REPORTED BAFE. 


A native letter from Chefoo dated 21st 
instant received at Shanghai gives the fol- 
lowing furthor partioulara:—The Chi. 
nese orniser GAihyuen, Captain Tang, in the 
battle off Talutac, selected one of the biggest 
of the Japenese ships to ram, whick was doue 
auecessfully, though at the cost of the Chi- 
nese yesael. Upon the Chihyten sinking, 
Captain Tang menaged to Keep affout al- 
though wounded in the arm, and has now 
arrivedsafely at Weihatwei, none the worse for 
hig wounds or long immersion in the water. 
Admiral Ting fell from the bridge to the 
deck, an iron plate falling opon asd wound- 
ing.one of his lege, He was not wounded 
byaboullet | 

It will perhaps be remembered that some 
time age the Chikyues, Captain Tang, ran 
over a reef of ruoke end carried away a 
considerable piece of the outside skin of har 
double-bottom, in which conditionshe craised 
about for some time, being finslly docked 
and repaired in Shavghal, When Captain 
Tang discovered in the dock tha extent of 
the injary to bis sbip, ho was mush impress. 
ed with her strength, and remarked to a for: 
eigner who was with him, that if ever he had 
to go into action, he should use hie ram as 
early a8 possible, snd thas make sure of get- 
ting one of the onemy’s ships, even if hoe 
lost bis own, His first lientsnant was s na- 
tive of Kungwan and was an exceedingly
